Caino, December 31,—A dispatch from 
Korti, dated 7:45 last evening, says. General 
Steward’s expedition gs six miles distant. 
General Wolseley accompaniedgthejtroops for 
a mile, and then reviewed them as they march- 
ed. past. The line of their route is through 
a flat desert country in which no huts are 
visible. 

The march of the English expedition past 
wes an imposing’ sight. The column was 
nearly 100 yards wide, anda mile long. The 
Husears were sent ahead to prepare tea, but 
they took the wrong path. Aftera ten mile 
march the troops halted in an hour’s rest. The 
men who \were compelled to go without tea 
bore up cheerfully. The smalé supply of 
water carried was too precious to admit an- 
other supply of tea- being prepared. The 
march was resumed by moonlight. The 


troops hope to reach the first wells by eight in 
the morning. It is believed that the Hussars 
awaited the coming up of the other troops at 
a point seven miles too far to the westward. 

Native servants refase to accompany Gener- 
al Stewart’s column, but are willing to aecom- 
pany General Earle’s. This shows the ovin-. 
ion Of the natives relative to the dangers of 
the two expeditions. It is feared that in eage 
of a sudden attack, the obstinacy ofthe camels 
will bea source of danger. The columns will 
be srrapged in an echelon. of squares if attack- 
ed. General Stewart, with his mounted infan- 
iry and unloaded camels, is expected back in 
tcn days, when Genera! Wolseley, with the 
main body of the expedition, will advance to- 
ward Shendy. 

General Earle’s brigade of ‘infantry Jhas 
passed Meraji, and is encamped thirteen miles 
from Gerendid cataract, which will be reached 
at noon. It is reported that the Monaseers are 
sdvancing to dispute the narrow pass above 
Dergesyat. General Earle’s orders allow him 
to extepd a helping handto General Stewart, 
if necessary. General seley’s plans are 
severely criticised at Korti “as being reckless. 

THE CAMEL DRIVERS DESERT. 

Advices from ‘Khartoum, to the end of No- 
vember, state that General Gordon had re- 
pulsed several minor attacks, and had food 
and enrmunition for several months. A whale 
boat, belonging tothe Nile expedttion, eap- 
sized at Daedeh, anda major and two mon of 
the black watchregiment were drowned.

What There is inthe Atlinte Custom > House That 
May or May Not Fall tothe Lot ol the Demoe 
Ccrats—Offices Taat Pay Big Salaries— 

Will the Crewd Have to Move, 


“How do the republican office-holders in 
Atlanta feel over the Cleveland letter?” asked 
a CoNsTITUTION man of a prominent republi- 
can yesterday. 

“They feel all right,” was the reply. “They 
ére not troubling themselves much about the 
matter, but if Mr. Cleveland should give the 
order to march he would find the customhouse 
rats with their grip sacks packed.” : 

In view of the fact that there may be- some 
rattling amongst the dry bones, it is not out of 
plece to state what some of these plums are 
worth, 

Unele Sam is a royal paymaster, and the 
offices that he hands around are lined with 
greenbacks. The humblest customhouse folks 


‘sneer at the pinched salaries of the state dig- 


nitaries across the street, for some of them get 
twice as much as the governor receives. 

Before cutting the pudding about-to be 
ferved it may be well to state that the custom- 
house people all have long terms to run. None 
of their commissions will expire in less than 
three years,and even Colonel John E. Bry- 
ant’s extends for four years from the date of 
his confirmation. This fact is not generally 
known. It has always been supposed by the 
general public that Bryant was filling out the 
unexpired term of General James Longstreet, 
which would limit his term to next spring. 
It appears, however, that he has a color of 
titlé for four years. 

It may be of interest to the democrat who 
thinks he can secure Bryant’s warm seat to 
know thatthe marsbal is paid six thousand 
dellars a year. Hehas the appointment of 
lourteen regular deputies, who are stationed 
at the following places: Atlanta, Cartersville, 
Dalton, Jasper, Ellijay,Blairsville, Dahlonega, 
Gaincsville, Athens, Oxford, Griffin, Newnan 
and Rome ard one for the c u-t.
